the fact that, every ne'st destroyed 
means ':i loss of thousands of young 
which if protected, would grow and 
prod-u'ce food for a.11. 


uThe 1-a'kes and streams 
of

robibed in this manner, and the na.tr 
ura-1 reproduction in our .waters in- 
terfered iwitli. In 'Consequence
